should know. It is hi;j;hly dosirable, 
toOjtbatsaoh officers aod othura should 
receive some courtesy, and not bo al- 
lowed to imbibe the idea of being 
treated with more than inattention. 
PrieDdsblps between this and neigbx 
boring countries ought to be aoagbt, 
not only as a matter of good and 
proper policy, bub aa one of baainess 
also.

Wo need not suy how 
much people of neighboring countri h 
would resort to this for the sake of 
obtaining tho udv'ioo of ita skillful 
I'Koi'LE or of its inslitu'vioi'.i. it id 
nocGSsary, too, that tlio lorries of lli^' 
country should bo eoncoulratod in 
order that a stroiiL; city shoiiid bo 
created and ho provonl a rival in a 
neighboring foreign torrilory. Our 
spaco forbida ua oniargiiig ai)oa thcao 
and many othor benefits that would 
accrue to the country at large wero the 
Seat of Govornmont placed at Victoria. 
Such assistance would restore oonQ- 
dence, enable her to renew a prosper- 
ous career and provide a larg(^rimarket 
for homo prodiiotio^.

Not a steamer or a ship 
from seawavd has visited Westminster for 
llio last six mouths. This in itself speaks 
Volumes, and shows that naturally sho 
eiuuiot. Any att«iii[)t to injiiro Victoria 
will not bciieiltj A\^esliniuster, hut will 
boiiofit towns in American territory. Is 
it better, then, for tho country to couccu'. 
trate its forces by placing the Seat of 
Government at Victoria, and so derive 
the heneQt of resulting prosperity and 
content, or is it better to detain it at New 
"Westmihstet (it cannot remain there 
long), and so prolong discord and uncer- 
tainty, produce still farther depression, 
and eneourago the growth of towns in 
neighboring foreign territories ?

Societies wore iiiiiltiplyiiig 
i;very day, jiisL as heathen tein])les wore 
raised, to deify e\ery virtue aud to re- 
lieve all liuiJiaii ills; but tliis showed 
little more than the sincerity of the wor- 
shippers and the hoUowuess of their wor- 
ship."

Eastern Statcsi 

Washington-, Nov. 26. — Bontwell 
presented a majority report from Judi"" 
clary Comiuitlee, reeoiDiuendiug iiupeach- 
ment of tho President, signed by Bontn 
well, Thomas, WilUauis, Lawrence aud 
Churchill. Keporc chargas tho President 
with usurpation of power and violating 
the law, in corrupt abuse of appointing, 
pardoning and veto poiver, with corrupt 
interference in' ta'e electij)n8) and gener- 
ally with tho commission of acts amounting 
to hijj'h crimes and misdemeanors under 
tho Constitution. Tli&< report specifics 
ovonts since the inauguration of Johason, 
and finds him guilty {if poglectlng to 
convene Congress after final surrender of 
Rebel armies aud the overthrow of the 
Rebel Government. That by its authori- 
ty legal and constitutional measures 
might have hooikt&ken for organizing of 
legal oonstitntional government in the late 
Rebel States. It recites a number of 
other acts in the, creation of pt'oyisional 
governments and offieers unknown to tho 
Constitution or laws illegally, and taking 
from the treasury money to pay their 
salaries; with pardoning notorious traitors, 
with having authorized the levy of taxes, 
etc, The Cominittoo therefore recoiii. 
mend the passage of resolutions impeach- 
ing t!ie President of high crimes and 
misdeineiinor. 

llicuKOND, Nov. 26, — The trial of Jeff 
Davis is postponed to tho fourth Wednes- 
day in March next, and his bail extended 
to that time. 

Chicago, Nov. 2S.— Weston the pedes- 
tiun arrived at 10 o'clock, winning his 
wagor. He claiina that' he walked over 
1,300 miles in twenty six days. Ho lost 
a portion of the wager, requiring him to 
walk 100 miles in 2-1 hours. 

Europe. 

Paris, Nov. 26.— Tho Emperors of 
Russia and Austria Lave formally signified 
their intention to participate in the pro- 
posed conference of tho powers. 

Tho course of Prussia is not known, 
but it is believed she will soud representa- 
tives. 

It is said that France and Austria have 
concluded a spe^iial treaty in regard to 
the fature policy of the Eastern question 
in which they pledge themselves to m^io- 
tain tho territorial integrity of the "O tto- 
man Empire. Prussia has agreed to the 
proposition for a general Europeaa con- 
ference. 

The French evacuation of Roman tei'i 
ritory has already coniincnccd. 

— Von Beust, the 
Austrian Prime Minister, has issued a di- 
plomatic noto declaring inaiiiteiiaiico of 
the temporal power of the Popy necessary 
to the peace of Europe. 

EEitLi.N, Nov. 27 — The PruRsinn Diet 
has uilupLed a resolution declaring tliut 
the Prussian Constitution guarantees 
liberty of speech. The vote, was ^ tbo 
result of discussion in the case of deputy 
Wesson, who had been heavily seuteoced 
for words spoken in debate.
